But it is not to he supposed 
tbat Jones .vill retire without making an effort' to 
name bis successor and this announcement -will be 
awaited with ~*>m>: interest.—Silver State. 


If Senator Jones has so determined it is credit- 


able to !iis S<»HI.' of propriety and good judgment. 
It te evidence of his realization of tbe fact that be 
has no longer anything in common with the people 
of Nevada and that his candidacy would be an im- 
position and an insult to their intelligence.

THE TWO CANAL ROUTES. 


I 


N ITS report on the isthmian canal, the Walker 


Commission while it was favorable to the other 


route, admitted if the ronte through Panama could 
be purchased of the French company at a reason- 
able figure, it would be less expensive in construc- 
tion and maintenance than through Nicaragua. 
If 


tbe Panama company had offered to sell for $40,- 
000,000 before the report was made, it is generally 
admitted that the offer would have been accepted. 
The price named, however, was made higher, and 
now any advocacy of the Panama route arouses 
suspicion that it is a device of the railroads opposed 
to the construction of any canal. The stockholders 
of the French company are now willing to sell, for 
$40,000,000, and perhaps less. There are many ad- 
vantages in the Panama route. 
If the United 


States should buy out the French company it would 
have an unquestionable claim to the territory 
through which the canal would pass and would 
have no other claims to settle. On the Nicaragua 
route there has been a large amount of money ex- 
pended by private individuals and corporations, and 
tbe government will be asked to reimburse the pro- 
jectors, though the work they have done now 
MMMtnts to nothing. 
There is also* one or more 


syndicates, owning land through which the canal 
will pass which they are supposed to have bought 
for tie express purpose of gating a high price 
from,tbe government. It U tvulent that there is 
tikeljr to be a vast expenditure hevond that estimat- 
ed by the commission and although the Nicaragua 
ronte will evidently be selected i: is questionable, 
if all thing* considered, the Panama would not have 
been* preferable. If the canal U built on the former 
route there will he abundant opportunity for cor- 
ruption.
